Tumulty’s Message. 

. WASHINGTON, Noy. 10—Sécretary 
to the president Tumylty tonight sent 
the following message to President 
Wilson at Williamstown, Mass,: 

“Blection returns conclusively dem- 
onstrate that your victory at the polls 
is clear and decisive. You have car- 
ried two-thirds of the states of the 
union, The four years of your admin- 
istration have brought you approxim- 


ately 2,226,614 more votes than when 
you were first elected in 1912. This 
is. the greatest increase given to an 


American president for a second tertn 
since the clyil war. Your vote last 
Tuesday was, 2,060,708 more than ever 
previously recorded for a Democratic 
candidate and, despite ‘the character 
of opposition, is the largest vote ever 
received by a president from the pea- 
ple of this country—952,955  mofe 
than the total cast Taft-Roosevelt vote 
of 1912. You have a popular plurality 
of 403,312, according to a bulletin re- 
ceived from the Associated Press,” 

NEW YORK, Nov. 10—With returns 
missing tonight from only one con- 
gressional district in the United States, 
the Republicans and Democrats each 
had elected 215 representatives. The 
vote in New Mexico, which is still tn 
doubt, probably will determine which 
of the two parties is to have a plurali- 
ty. The present member from . New 
Mexico is a Republican.

Dunareay station, on the West side of 
the Danube, two miles from Tcheta- 
voda, is the first news that the Bulgtr- 
German forces havé crossed the main 
stream of the Danube.

ers receive more food than they ro- 
quire, while others are inadequate'y 


provided for, It is suid that thons- 
ends have had more food than they 
can consume and have been in the

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A correspondent, formerly a 

member of the 49th Battalion, 
points out that trench digging is 
an important part of military 
training at this stage and thinks 
the reason for taking the Cana- 
dian troops in training to England 
this fall may be that they can get 
experience in this sort of work, 
which could not be carried on in 
Canada when the ground is 
frozen. That may be it. The 
mystery is why the Departmental 
announcer did not say so, instead 
of sending out to the world an 
impression that the Canadian 
winter is so cold men cannot 
drill here. 


This correspondent,...is . under 
the mistaken notion that the Bul- 
letin’s allusions to Sir Sam 
Hughes have a_ political motive. 
He is quite wrong, There is no 
profit for the Liberal party in 
criticising Sir Sam Hughes. He 
is one of its biggest assets while 
he stays where he is, and if there 
is much more criticism he cannot 
stay. But there are things of 
more importance on hand at this 
time than the interests of any 
party.. The question of whether 
our military affairs are to be pro- 
perly managed is the one great 
question of the hour, and beside 
that it is of little consequence 
whether Sir Sam goes or stays or 
whether the Liberals stay in Op- 
position or get into power. If the 
only way to get efficiency is to get 
rid of Sir Sam, then by all means 
let him go, valuable as he is to the 
Liberal party in his present posi- 
tion, 


The writer has gathered a mis- 
taken impression as to the rela- 
tive parts Sir Sam Hughes and 
the Canadian public have played 
in the war effort that Canada has 
made. It is not correct, as he 
thinks, that Sir Sam has ‘‘raised 
a large.army.’’ He has not rais- 
ed any army, large or small. The 
army raised itself. The most Sir 
Sam did was to allow it to raise 
itself, and to strategically place 
his friends where they could get 
what they wanted while the pro- 
cess was going on. And at that 
he threw cold water on the move- 
ment by discouraging campaigns 
designed to arouse enthusiasm 
for the Allied cause and to induce 
enlistment. Perhaps, in spite of 
this, he holds the confidence of 
the men at the front, as the cor- 
respondent claims, But it is not- 
able that during his recent pro- 
longed visit to the other side the 
dispatches said nothing about 
him going to France. As_ his 
previous peregrinations along the 
fighting line were reported as 
faithfully as the official ‘‘com- 
muniques,’’ the silence on this oc- 
casion suggests that the ‘‘confi- 
‘*dence’’ at the front is the sort 
that makes Sir Sam think he had 
better stay somewhere else. 


Our correspondent lays down 
the usual dietum: ‘‘Leave the 
“army to the military authorities. 
“If you want to have a say in it 
‘‘wet in the ranks.’’ The public, 
in other words, are supposed to 
supply the men and the money, 
then shut up and leave the omnis- 
cient Minister of Militia to do 
what he pleases with both. Eng- 
land tried that trustful poliey for 
a year. Gallipoli and Mesopot-

amia were the scenes of its 
‘‘triumps.’’ Then the English 
newspapers and public woke up, 
and began to insist on their right 
to express an opinion as to the 


running of things. Then follow- 
ed the coalition Government, 
Lloyd George as Minister of 
Munitions, an inconceivable in- 


crease in the output of guns and 
shells, an army of five millions of 
men, the organization of the coun- 
try’s industry on a war basis— 
and General Haig’s offensive on 
the Somme. Canada has tried 
the same policy of leaving it to 
the Minister for two years. The 
result is a record which can not 
be alluded to without ‘‘knocking’’ 
Sir Sam. Is that the fault of the 
public, or of Sir Sam? = And if 
Sir Sam’s fault why must the 
publie sit silent and let him -con- 
tinue to bungle? No one knows 
better than the Lieutenant that 
the man ‘‘in the ranks’? cannot 
‘‘have a say’’ in military affairs 
from the least to the greatest. 
Unless the outsiders speak for hin 
he must take what he gets. And 
Heaven knows the Canadian peo- 
ple have allowed their boys at the 
front to suffer enough through 
the bungling of Sir Sam Hughes. 


Our American friends have de- 
cided that Mr. Wilson's pen is 
mightier than Mr, Hughes’ sword 
—or, at least, mighty enough for 
their purposes. 


The verdict is that the people 
of the great republic are grateful 
for having been kept out of war, 
in spite of the provocation offered 
by the barbarities of the Huns in 


Europe, the outrages they have 
inflicted upon United States 
citizens, and the affronts they

And if the people 
of any district desire to under- 
take the erection and conduct of 
a free hospital why should they 
not be allowed to do so? 


Ex-Mayor Short’s address to 
the convention of representatives 
of the municipalities of the pro- 
vince contains a valuable sugges- 
tion, and one so in keeping with 
common sense that the wonder is 
it was not adopted from the be- 
ginning of municipal undertak- 
ings. It is that before making a 
capital outlay on pavement or 
other permanent improvement, 
the amount of debt it would im- 
pose upon each lot affected 
should be figured out and made 
public, and the question then left 
to the informed judgment of 
those who have to do the paying. 
At the moment sehemes for @ro- 
perly handling capital expendi- 
tures are not nearly so interesting 
as the question of how we are to 
meet the interest and sinking 
fund charges on the expenditures 
we have already made, But es 
the time of inaction is the time to 
prepare for action, this sugges- 
tion thrown out at this time and 
in the place can produce only 
good results. When we take to 
borrowing again we should see to 
it that more atflention is paid to 
what we are to get for the money.

MUNICIPAL ELECTION ISSUES. 


Wditor Bulletin. 

Sir,—I have read carefully over the 
remarks of the nominees of the Pro- 
perty Owners’ Association for civic 
honors, in the expectation of finding 


some statement of their attitude in 
respect to the very important and 
vital issues which should rightly 


come before the electors at the ap- 
proaching municipal election for set- 
tlement, 

I have failed to find even an _ at- 
tempt to define their position on any 
one of the questions that will in all 
probability come before the next 
year’s council for action. W is to be 
hoped that the candidates selected 
will see fit to inform the voters, be- 
fore election day, what their opinions 
are on these questions, 

Possibly the citizens are quite will- 
ing to go through a municipal cam- 
paign this year as they have done in 
the past, by attending political meet- 
ings and listening to the candidates 
occupy ten minutes in making a 
speech, two or three of which are 
devoted to an apology for their in- 
ability to do so, and the balance con- 
sumed in a relation of their personal 
history and the success they have 
made of their prviate business,  di- 
verting perhaps a moment to indulge 
in meaningless generalities about re- 
trenchment and economy; but for- 
getting entirely to discuss the issues 
on which the voters should be asked 
to render a verdict. 

It is impossible, of course, to fore- 
cast all the questigns that may come 
before next year's ‘council; but when 
it is known that some are sure to 
arise, it is proper that we get the opin- ' 
ion of the electors in respect to them, 

it is known that an attempt 
made during the past few months, by 
private interests, to obtain possession 
of the street railway, and we can be 
morally certain that the attempt will 
be renewed during the coming year. 
Is it not proper that the council who 
ore going to conduct the business of 
the city during 1917 should secure the 
mandate of the citizens as to what 
they desire to do with the street rail- 
way—whether they wish to dispose of 
it or to retain it? I submit that the 
candidates for mayor and aldermen 
should be required to state decidedly | 
their views on this question, Every 
man who aspires for civic honors 
should have a clear opinion on the 
subject, und he should not be permit- 
ted to take the evasive ground § that 
he will decide the question when it 
comes before the council, It is not 
the province of the council to deter- ' 
mine the matter; the utilities are the 
property of the citizens, and their 
wishes in respect to them should be 
ascertained at this election.

Rural Problems | Farmers to be Stockholders in 


U. S. Regional Loan Banks 


Opportunity Will be Given to Secure Money on Land at More Reason- 
able Rates of Interest and For Longer Periods—Farm 
Loan Bonds to Sell in Open Market. 


Like the problem of 
question of solving to the satisfaction 
of everyone a scheme of rural credits 


is still resting undiscovered along the; warded by the secretary-treasurer to 


highway to Utopia. Nowhere perhaps 
is the problem more acute than-in the 
Canadian West where the opening up 
of vast regions for the plow requires 
more cheap capital than is available. 
While the necessities of life can be 
obtained in Alberta as easily perhaps 
as in any other part of the continent 
the fact remains that the average set- 
tler is a farmer of limited means and 
a rigid system of money loaning at 
high rates of interest is retarding the 
growth of the country, That the sub- 
ject is one of outstanding interest at 
every convention of the United Far- 
mers of Alberta shows how keenly the 
question strikes home in the rural 
communities, 

It will be interesting to follow the 
working out of the new federal farm 
loan act of the United States, now ra- 
tifled by congress and signed by Pre- 
sident Wilson, This rural credits act 
was adopted after years of investiga- 
tions and debate as to the best meth- 
o@ of providing financial aid for the 
farmer at nominal rates and extend- 
ing over a longer time, In operation 
the system is expected to some extent 
to do for the farmer what the federal 
reserve system has done for the busi- 
ness man in the United States. The 
farmer will be given the opportunity 
to secure money on his most available 
commodity, the land, just as the mer- 
chant and manufacturer through the 
federal reserve system has been en 
abled to have his paper, based o1 
commercial transactions, find a read) 
market, 

Twelve Bank Districts. 

The act provides for a division o! 
continental United States into twelve 
land bank districts with a federal 
land bank in each. Each bank must 
have a minimum subscribed capita: 
of $750,000 before it can begin busi- 
ness. If within thirty days after the 
books are opened for subscriptions, 
individuals or corporations have not 
subscribed that amount the secretary 
uf the treasury is directed to sub- 
scribe for the United States in the 
needed sums. Stocks in the banks 
may pay dividends but the United 
States as a stockholder cannot par- 
ticipate in these. 

The banks will not, except in spe- 
cial cases, make loans direct: to far- 
mers but through the agency of the 
National Farm Loan Association, 
which may be organized to any num- 
ber in a land bank district by any ten 
owners or prospective owners of farm 
land who desire to secure loans on 
farm property. Applications for a 
charter for these associations must go 
up to the Farm Loan Board and may 
be refuseq by it. No assocaition will 
be chartered unless it is shown that 
the members have signed for loans 
totalling at least $20,000. 

Requirements of Loans. 

In applying for membership in an 
association a farmer must take at 
least 5 per cent. of the face value of 
the desired loan in the stock of th: 
association. Loans will be made only 
for purchase of land, for its improve- 
ment, or for the purchase of live 
stock, equipment, fertilizers, or to 
provide buildings on a farm, or to 
liquidate indebtedness existing when 
the first association in the district is 
formed, 

The capital stock of the land banks 
would not give them much loaning 
power, so congress increased that 
power many times by authorizing the 
banks to issue farm loan bonds and 
sell them in the open market. The 
provision is that bonds totalling twen- 
ty times the minimum capital stock 
of the bank may be issued. These 
bonds will be made attractive by pay- 
ment of not more than five per cent. 
interest ,in addition to which they 
will be exempt from federal, state and 
municipal taxation, as are also the 
mortarees on the farm lands, the se- 
curity behind all issues. As such these 
bonds are made legal investments for 
trust funds, although not an obilga- 
tion on the United States. 

Secretary McAdoo, ex-officio mem- 
ber of the Farm Loan Board named 
by President Wilson predicts that the 
new act will not be in operation for 
some time yet. For the purpose of 
giving full information about the new

Upon the granting of the charter, 
the individuals Signing the applica- 
tion decome a body corporate, which 
gives it the right to do the business 
authoiized by the farm loan act, to 
etxend its benefits to others by taking 
in new members from time to time, 
and to have succession indefinitely. 
New members must be borrowers 
whose loins may be as small as $100 
or as large as $10,000. 

Let it be plainly understood that 
farmers can organize at once, but 
they can not borrow money until the 
land banks are established. 

After the charter is granted the ap- 
plicants no longer act in their indi- 
vidual capacity, but .become merged 
as shareholders into a_ corporation, 
which has a separate existence creat- 
ed by law, under the same name 
which has been chosen and set forth 
n the oNginal application and organ- 
zation certificate. This corporation 
will have directors and officers select- 
“d by the shareholders to do its busi- 


ress In accordance with the bylaws 
which the sharehoiders make _ for 
their guidance. The active executive 


officer of the association will be the 
secretary-treasurer, and his duties are 
set forth in section 7 of the farm loan 
act, 

These assocaitions are organized 
for the primary purpose of giving to 
each borrower the benefit of the com- 
bined credit of all its members to the 
extent of the capital contributed and 
the limited liaWility they each incur, 
and hence the associations are requir- 


ed to indorse every loan made_ to 
members, It is also through these 
associations that the borrowers will 


ultimately become the owners of the 
federal land banks. The association 
decides whether any loan shall be 
made or not by refusing the applica- 
tion for every loan which is consid- 
ered unsafe or even doubtful. No loan 
can be made unless it is approved by 
the loan campniétee after examination 
of the land offered as security. 

The national farm loan associations 
are not ifmited as to the number of 
their members, After one Is organ- 
ized it may serve an entire neighbor- 
hood by recciving new members. Each 
association may obtain in loans for 
its members twenty time the amount 
of its stock in the federal land bank 
no matter how large its holdings of 
stock may heeome by the growth of 
the association, 

1. No loan may be made except up- 
on the security of first mortgages. 

2. The amount of the mortgage can 
not exceed one-half the appraised 
value of the land and 20 per cent. of 
he nermanent improvements there- 
on, which must be insured. 

3. The proceeds of the loan must 
be used for the extinguishment of 
pre-existing indebtedness or for pro- 
duetive purposes, which includes the 
purchase of live stock, fertilizers, 
equipment and improvements (see 
section 12, farm loan act). 

4. Every mortgage must contain an 
agreement to pay off the debt (prin- 
‘ipal and interest) in fixed annual or 
semi-annual installments. 

5. The amount of each installment 
may be fixed by the borrower, but can 
not be less than sufficient to pay off 
the debt in 40 vears, nor greater than 
to nav it off in five years, 

6 The rate of interest charged any 
borrower cannot exceed six per cent. 
per annum 

7. The borrower can not be called 
upon to pay the debt except by the in- 
stallments he originally fixes, unless 
he defaults. but after five years he 
may pay off the whole or any nortion 


at his option at any installment 
period.”

TRIUMPHS OF THE POLLED 
ANGUS IN FRANCE 
There have been international ex- 
hibitions of many kinds, but it has 
been in France alone where exhibi- 
tions of cattle have occurred in any 


form to warrant their being regarded 
as really international, so far as the 
competition was concerned, There 
have been four notable exhibitions in 
France—in 1856, 1857, 1862 and 1878, 
The first and the last were for breed- 
ing stock; the others for fat stock. At 
the first there were no breed or inter- 


lreed championships; at the other 
three there were. At all four the 
“Polled’ Aberdeen - Angus were 


strongly in evidence. At the first the 
early Trojans of the breed were among 
the exhibitors, but “all the first prizes 
went to one breeder," William Mc- 
Combie, of Tillyfour, who was award- 
ed one of the three only great gold 
medals “for his exhibit as a whole.”

Experimental Farm Reports Show That Shecp Feeding Pays Better 
Than Steers and Shoat Feeding—Roughage Can Be Utilized 
to Good Advantage—Well Bred Animals Best. 


Dominion experimental 
farms some interesting results have 
been obtained from a number of ex- 
periments in lamb feeding conducted 
ducted during the last few years, 

The large percentage of Canadian 
lambs are marketed in the fall direct 
from the pastures, All the lambs from 
the farmer's flock are usually lifted at 
the same time, which means that the 
well finished lambs of good weight 
must help to sell the light, thin 
lambs, which may be as well bred but, 
being late lambs or twin lambs, have 
not done as Well as their flock mates 
Well finished lambs of uniferm weight 
invariably command a higher price 
than mixed lambs varying in size, 
welght and finish hence it it is always 
more profitable to hold the lighter 
ambs and sell only those of uniform 
weight and finish. Again, the selling 
of the most Canadian lambs during 

;the fall months practically always 
causes a slump in price, Lambs not 
required for immediate consumption 
are held in cold storage to the profit 
of the wholesaler in view of the usual 
increase in price of from $1 to 8 per 
hundred pounds between the months 
of November and April.

SELLING WESTERN CATTLE 


Western Canada has been feeding its 
way for years. Wheat was mined 
from the land and suddenly dumped 
on the market until this last year or 
so it has been possible to distribute the 
selling over the entire year without 
flooding the market any too much. 

A movement has been noted during 
the past few years, in which live 
stock and dairying have played their 
parts, But this industry is not on a 
solid basis as yet. Reports from 
Winnipeg indicate that feed shortage 
has led Western farmers to sacrifice 
their cattle, flooding the big Winni- 
peg stock yards so badly that an em- 
bargo was placed on further ship- 
ments for two days.

WITH GERMANY 


Insight Into Cause of Allies’ De- 
manding aa of Greek 
leet 


Athens, Nov. 9, via London, Noy. 10 
—For a long time statements have 
been current regarding a secret treaty 
between the Central empires and 
Greece. Its terms were declared to 
be dependent on the success of the 
German submarine campaign in the

With a hydrometer syringe on the 1st 
and 15th of evry month, If any cells 
are below 1.275 on two successive test- 
ing dates, take the battery to a Willard 
service station and have it fully 
charged, 

4th—Never 


allow the battery to be- 


come heated in service above 110 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Watch the bat- 
tery r heating one or more times 


every day in warm weather. If the 
top connectors feel more than blood 
warm to the touch take the tempera- 
ture with a dairy thermometer, If the 
temperature registers near 100 de- 
grees burn all the lamps on the car 
while driving If the temperature 
reaches 120 degrees the battery may 
be ruined, 

“A well constructed battery should 
last a long time, but because of its 
electro-chemical nature it will, of 
course, wear out in time and have to 
be renewed It is a popular miseon- 
ception with a great many motor car 
owners that a battery will last forever, 
or at least, as long as the car ke car iteatt.”

Revenue Increase of 34 Millions Due

Ottawa, Nov. 10-—-The Dominion 
financtal statement for the month of 
(october and the ten months of the 
fiscal year up to October 31, shows

£24,000,000 as compared with the

The total revenue for the ten months 
was $121,747,808, Last year was

including railways, almost two mi!
